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PREFACE 


In  the  Preface  to  volume  xi,  I have  already  explained  that  I originally 
intended  to  publish  the  material  of  this  volume  with  that  of  volume  xii. 
Technical  considerations  (they  concern  the  bookbinder’s  art)  forbade.  The 
size  and  shape  of  the  sheets  on  which  the  parallel  specimens  are  printed, 
made  it  desirable  to  mount  them  on  guards,  like  the  maps  of  an  atlas,  and 
to  fold  each  half  of  each  sheet  a single  time  in.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
arrangement,  and  especially  the  fact  that  the  specimens  are  in  a separate 
set  of  covers,  will  prove  admirably  convenient. 

At  the  time  of  the  issue  of  volume  xi,  I expected  to  print  these  parallel 
specimens  in  polychromy  (see  volume  xi,  page  xvii),  and  have  accordingly 
alluded  to  them  as  ‘ polychrome  specimens  ’ or  ‘ coloured  specimens  ’ here 
and  there  in  my  occasional  papers.  The  polychrome  process  was  given  up 
on  account  of  the  inordinate  expense  which  it  involves.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  use  of  several  different  kinds  of  type  will  not  prove  more  confusing 
than  the  use  of  different  shades  of  colour.  At  best,  the  distinctions  are 
difficult  ones  to  render.  My  sincerest  thanks  are  due  to  the  Controller 
of  the  University  Press,  Mr.  Horace  Hart,  for  his  patience  and  skill  in 
meeting  my  wishes.

PRELIMINARY  REMARKS 


1.  The  four  Parallel  Specimens  contained  in  the  following  pages  are 
published  to  show  as  clearly  as  possible, 

(1)  the  genetic  relations  in  which  the  Sanskrit  recensions  of  the  Panca- 

tantra  down  to  that  of  Pumabhadra  stand  to  one  another  ; 

(2)  the  value  of  the  MSS.  of  the  single  recensions. 

2.  Types. — The  signification  of  the  different  types  in  which  the  Parallel 
Specimens  are  set  is  as  follows : — 

Full-faced  Roman:  The  secondary  recension  of  the  Tantrakhyayika  (Sar.  /?) 
and  the  verbal  agreements  of  the  following  texts  with  the  wording  given  in 
the  column  ‘ Sar.  (3  ’. 

Italics : The  text  of  my  edition  of  the  Southern  Pancatantra  (S  P),  as  far 
as  it  deviates  from  6ar./3,  and  the  verbal  agreements  of  the  following  texts  with 
the  deviating  wording  given  in  the  column  ‘ SP  ’. 

Roman : The  textus  simplicior  (Simpl.)  of  the  H-class,  represented  by  the 
Hamburg  MSS.  HI,  as  far  as  it  deviates  from  &ar. (3  and  SP,  and  the  verbal 
agreements  of  the  following  texts  with  the  deviating  wording  given  in  the 
column  ‘ Simpl.’ 

Small  Italics  underlined:  Ksemendra’s  text,  as  far  as  it  deviates  from 
6ar. /?,  SP,  Simpl.,  and  the  verbal  agreements  of  the  following  texts  with  this 
deviating  wording  given  in  the  column  ‘ Ksem.’ 

Small  Roman  underlined : Somadeva’s  text,  as  far  as  it  deviates  from 
Sar./3,  SP,  Simpl.,  Ksem.,  and  the  verbal  agreements  of  the  following  text  with 
the  deviating  wording  given  in  the  column  ‘ Som.’ 

Full-faced  Italics : Purnabhadra’s  wording,  as  far  as  it  deviates  from  6ar.  (3, 
SP,  Simpl.,  Ksem.,  Som.,  and  the  verbal  agreements  of  the  deviating  text  given 
in  the  column  ‘ Purn.’  with  the  text  of  the  <r-class  of  the  textus  simplicior, 
represented  by  the  edition  of  Kielhorn-Biihler  and  of  the  MS.  h.  The  o--class  of 
the  textus  simplicior  is  one  of  Purnabhadra’s  sources  (see  vol.  xii,  pp.  12-14, 
p.  27  ff.,  pp.  57-67,  and  p.  72  f.). 

3.  Signs. — Transpositions  of  single  words  of  older  texts  in  later  texts  are 
marked  with  an  asterisk  (*).  Omissions  of  single  syllables  or  of  members  of  a 
compound  are  marked  with  a hyphen  (-). 
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4.  Editions  and  MSS. — The  wording  and  various  readings  of  the  Tantra- 
khyayika  and  of  the  Southern  Pahcatantra  are  given  from  my  critical  editions  of 
these  texts.  The  textus  simplicior  is  given  from  the  two  Hamburg  MSS.  HI. 
The  notes  contain  the  complete  variants  of  these  two  MSS.,  of  the  edition  of 
Kielhorn-Biihler  (K  and  B),  and  of  my  MS.  h.  The  readings  given  in  the  notes 
to  Ksemendra’s  text  are  those  of  the  editions  of  v.  Mankowski  (v.  M.)  and  of 
6ivadatta-Parab  (&).  v.  Mankowski’s  MSS.  are  marked  with  B and  P (i.  e.  the 
text  given  by  Peterson  in  the  Introduction  to  his  edition  of  the  Hitopadesa),  the 
MSS.  used  by  &ivadatta  and  Parab  with  K and  Kh.  Somadeva’s  text  is  given 
according  to  the  editions  of  Brockhaus  (Br)  and  of  Durgaprasad  (Du).  With 
these  I collated  the  following  MSS.  quoted  in  the  footnotes : A = I.  0.  1881, 
E.  3957  ; B = I.  O.  2165,  E.  3949  ; C = I.  O.  1102,  E.  3955 ; K = Sanskrit 
Coll.,  Calcutta,  1796  ; P = Decc.  Coll.,  Puna,  660  of  1887-92  (see  Peterson’s 
Fourth  Keport,  p.  25).  All  these  MSS.  are  paper  MSS.  in  NSgarl  characters. 
The  bhurja  MS.,  bought  by  Biihler  and  preserved  in  the  Deccan  College  Library, 
was  not  forwarded  to  me,  as  it  is  in  a condition  which  forbids  its  being  sent  to 
Europe.  Purnabhadra’s  text  is  given  from  my  own  edition,  HOS.  vol.  xi.  The 
footnotes  contain  the  variants  and  the  blunders — excepting  only  wrong  spelling 
and  wrong  sandhi — of  the  MSS.  bh'kABh. 

5.  Specimen  I contains  the  story  Purnabhadra  I,  vii,  Lion  and  hare, 
compared  with  Sar.  I,  vi,  SP  I,  vi,  Simpl.  I,  viii.  Ksem.  XVI,  292,  Som.  LX,  91. 

Specimen  II  contains  the  story  Purnabhadra  I,  xi,  Blue  jackal,  compared 
with  &ar.  I,  viii,  Simpl.  I,  x,  Ksem.  XVI,  310. 

Specimen  III  contains  the  story  Purnabhadra  II,  ii,  Mouse  and  two 
monks,  compared  with  Sar.  II,  i,  SP  II,  i,  Simpl.  II,  i,  Ksem.  XVI,  402,  Som. 
LXI,  86,  down  to  the  beginning  of  Purnabhadra  II,  iii. 

Specimen  IV  contains  the  story  Purnabhadra  III,  xvi,  Frogs  ride  a serpent, 
compared  with  Sar.  Ill,  x,  SP  III,  x,  Ksem.  XVI,  513,  Som.  LXII,  152. 

6.  In  Specimens  I,  II,  IV  the  respective  passages  of  all  the  old  Sanskrit 
recensions  are  given.  Specimen  III  is  only  intended  to  show  the  manner 
in  which  Purnabhadra  contaminates  his  two  main  sources,  viz.  Sar. (i  and  Simpl. 
(see  vol.  xii,  p.  28).  Hence  only  the  respective  passages  of  these  two  recensions 
are  given  besides  his  own  text. 

7.  Critical  Results  to  be  derived  from  these  Specimens. — From  these 
specimens  it  appears  that  almost  all  the  text  of  Purnabhadra  is  contaminated  in 
them  from  other  Pahcatantra  recensions,  especially  from  the  secondary  recen- 
sion of  the  Tantrakhyayika  and  from  both  the  recensions  of  the  textus  sim- 
plicior. This  is  just  the  thing  we  should  expect  from  his  own  words  (Prasasti, 
stanzas  2 and  3 ; cp.  vol.  xii,  p.  27).  As  the  text  printed  in  the  column  ‘Porn.’ 
is  based  on  bh'k,  our  specimens  moreover  show  that  the  text  contained  in  these 
two  MSS.  is  most  consistent  with  Purnabhadra’s  sources. 
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Specimen  I.  In  this  specimen,  Bh  agrees  against  bh'I'  with  the  textus 
simplicior,  or  with  some  of  its  MSS.,  in  lines  45  (HI),  64  (HI,  K),  65  (HI,  hK), 
69  (HI,  hK),  70  (but  cp.  h and  K),  81  (but  cp.  h),  83  (but  cp.  h),  90,  95,  98  (but 
cp.  hK),  115,  121  (but  cp.  li),  154.  In  several  of  these  cases  the  cr-class  agrees 
with  bh'I'  against  Bh.  It  has  been  shown  in  vol.  xii,  p.  71  ff.,  that  in  this  as  in 
many  other  passages  the  text  of  Bh  has  been  corrected  from  some  MS.  of  the 
textus  simplicior  of  the  H-class.  The  cases  in  which  Bh  agrees  with  Sar.  against 
bh'I' — 1.  8 and  1.  99,  an  inserted  te  and  a transposed  na — are  so  insignificant, 
that  we  may  safely  ascribe  them  to  mere  chance.  In  the  third  case,  1.  81,  the 
reading  vela0  for  kala°  no  doubt  is  taken  from  the  textus  simplicior.  None  of 
the  numerous  other  deviations  of  Bh  from  the  text  of  bh'I'  are  supported  by 
any  other  old  source,  whereas  in  these  cases  the  other  sources  corroborate 
the  readings  of  bh'I'. 

Amongst  the  numerous  deviations  of  A from  bh'I',  only  °napi°  for  °nabhi°, 
1.  55,  agrees  with  the  Hamburg  MSS.,  but  not  with  hK,  against  bh'I',  and  1.  69, 
upatistati  for  °te  with  HI  h,  but  not  with  K.  In  1.  119,  A omits  °vai°  with  the 
textus  simplicior.  These  cases  are  scarcely  worth  mentioning.  In  no  single 
case  does  A agree  with  any  other  old  source  against  bh  if. 

In  lines  61,  179,  190,  193,  and  194  Purnabhadra’s  text  agrees  in  single  words 
with  that  of  Somadeva.  This  cannot  be  due  to  mere  chance  in  the  case  of 
1.  187  ff.  ,•  for  no  other  old  recension  but  Somadeva,  Purnabhadra  and  the  cr-class 
of  the  textus  simplicior  speak  of  the  lion’s  roaring  and  of  its  echo  from  the 
interior  of  the  cistern.  This  additional  feature  no  doubt  belonged  to  some  old 
MS.  of  the  K-class  of  the  old  Pancatantra,  whence  it  flowed  into  the  text  of  the 
North-Western  Brhatkatha  and  into  that  of  the  o-class  of  the  textus  simplicior, 
and  again  from  this  text  into  Purnabhadra’s  wrording.  Cp.  also  the  purport  of 
Purn.,  1.  7,  with  the  corresponding  passage  of  Somadeva. 

In  the  other  specimens,  the  cases  in  which  A or  Bh  agree  with  other  old 
sources  or  with  single  MSS.  of  them  against  bh'I'  are  still  more  scanty,  whereas 
the  deviations  of  these  two  MSS.  from  bh’I'  and  the  other  old  sources  are  very 
considerable.
